ready for the market at the end of the 
voyage, is the latest "big thing" in the 
cattle and bed' trade.

Kastern steamship has been definitely 
chartered for ten years to curry dressed 
beef to Great Britain from the Ameri- 
can seaboard or the River Plata. 
It is 


calculated that from Texas or the Ar- 
gentine provinces beef ot prime quality 
can be laid down in England at 3 pence 
per pound. The promoters of this bold 
scheme intend to slaughter the cattle 
on board the great ship as received from 
day to day, and (or this purpose they 
have secured the services of trained 
butchers from tire slaughter houses of 
Chicago. The dressed meat will be 
stored in refrigerators, and it is estima- 
ted that 10,000 to 1*1,000 carcasses of 
beef, ail hung—equal to 3,000 or 4,000 
tons of meat—will be shipped each 
voyage, Thc-result of this enterprise, 
if successful, will have a far widar 
bearing than appears at first sight. 
It 


will be watched with much interest by 
the public, no doubt, for, notwithstand- 
ing the Urge imports of fresh meat 
England is receiving, retail prices still 
rule very high. But it will also break 
down that "ring" which, while reaping 
immense proSts, keeps almost at famine 
prices one of (the first food requisites 
of the people. 


EVIDENCE accumulates as to the 


manner in which the South Carolina 
election was carried. The newspapers 
of that State have been terrorized to 
such an [extent that news concerning 
elections never appeared, except such 
as might tend to teach tbe nation tha.t 
all was lovely.

The greatest prizes of English cler- 


ical life, from a pecuniary point of 
view, are the head masterships of the 
great public schools. Those of Eton 
and Harrow arc worth from $25.000 to 
§35,000 a year, and those of Westmin- 
ster, Winchester, Rugby, Charter House 
and Merchant Taylors are worth from 
$12,000 to $20,000 a year, including 
the spacious abodes attached to them. 
The heads of college at Oxford and 
Cambridge rlo not, for the most part, 
receive nearly so much. The master of 
Trinity College, Cambridge, the '-boss" 
college, has about $11,000 a year, and 
the Dean of Christ Church, who is also 
Dean of the Cathedral Church, over 
$10,000. The next most lucrative po- 
sition in Oxford is President of Mjgda- 
len, which is worth about $10.000, 
Magdalen being a very wealthy college.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1C.—The sensa- 


tion at the Capitol to-day was the visit 
of General Grant, who was received by 
both houses taking a reccas of ten min- 
utes. In the Senate his reception wan 
a very quiet one. The General sat for 
a few minutes in the Senate cloak-room 
until a full lull came in the considera- 
tion of the educational bill. When the 
recess was moved, he then came for- 
ward and was greeted by every Senator 
in the chamber. la company with^Ben 
Ilalliday and Congressman Fort, of Ill- 
inois,, he then proceeded by the main 
corridor to the House of Representa- 
tives. 
On the way he was frequently 


stopped by passing members and offi- 
cials, and by the time he reached the 
other end of the Capitol the corridors 
were crowded with the curious. An 
amusing scene occurred in 
Statuary 


Hall, where he was met by the old 
French woman who has for many years 
been a familiar occupant of the email 
rotunda, and tbe keeper of a curiosity 
stand. She knows and is known by 
every member, Senator and official, from 
President to page, and has outlived 
many of the distinguished men of her 
time. 
When Grant came along she 


penetrated the sycophantic crowd that 
hovered about him and was grasped 
warmly by the hand. The "Old Man" 
actually smiled as he listened to her 
welcome in broken English. 
At least 


several distinct wrinkles were observa- 
ble about his mouth, and his small 
leaden eyes brightened as they did to 
no one of the politicians that surround- 
ed him. It was against his express 
desire to be paraded in the House, but 
Fort had him, and intended to exhibit 
his lion to advantage. 
The roll wa» 


being called on the pension bill. It was 
soon noised abroad that Grant was in 
waiting.

eral Joseph V.. Johnston and several 
others had slipped off into the cloak- 
rooms Jupon the recess being decided 
on. Speaker Randall descended from 
his chair and escorted Gen. Grant to 
the vacant space in [front, 
Here such 


members as cared to do so passed be- 
tween them, and where not already ac- 
quainted were introduced by the Speak- 
er. 
All the 
Republicans crowded 


about and a good many 
Democrats. 


Twenty or thirty of the latter, however, 
stolidly 
retained their seats, 
while 


"Rosebud" Springer laughingly chatted 
with the recalcitrants. 
Notable excep- 


tions were Chalmers and Reagan, who 
with some ether ex-Confederates shook 
hands with the General, who had wal- 
loped them on the bloody field, as if 
they entertained for him the warmest 
feelings of friendship 
and respect. 


Grant looked more pleased tp sec the 
members of the House of Representa- 
tives bowing low—and truth compels 
the statement that most of them bowed 
very low indeed before him—than hn 
often 'appears.

good fortune to have "traveled a good 
deal and to meet a great many of or.r 
countrymen. I have met our comrade! 
in every country that I have visited.Jn 
Europe, in Asia and in Africa I have 
met the boys who wore the blue, and ai 
a rule, I found them maintaining the 
honor and dignity of our native coun- 
try. 
I met none of them anywhere 


who were ashamed of their own country 
or who elevated any country, above 
their own. To my sorrow, however, 1 
am compelled to say I did meet some 
Americans abroad who magnified the 
virtues of the foreign countries in 
which they were, and belittled their 
own home institutions. 
I found, too, 


upon speaking to them, that they were 
people who knew but very little of any 
country, and who, if they were com- 
pelled to earn the money they were 
traveling upon and spending with such 
free hands, would have been glad to 
have come back here to earn it. 
From 


my experience of them, they would 
have found it very up-hill work to have 
secured even a bare living in any of the 
countries they lauded above their own. 
I come back to you convinced that what 
we fought so hard far, what so many of 
our comrades died for, was so worthy of 
sacrifice that even those who fought 
against us begin to appreciate that they 
are the gainers by their defeat as much 
even as we by our success.

The particulars of this 
celebrated case, which excited so much 
interest among our people residing in the 
narth and northwest part of the county 
at the time that Cooley was killed, and 
for several months after the commission 
of the crime, are about as follows. The 
killing occurred on the 12lh day of No- 
vember, 1879, at a little after sunset, in 
the township of Tunbridgc, near the little 
village of Kcnney, in DcWilt county, and 
a few hundred rods from the Macoa 
county line. There were five pistol shots 
fired as is claimed by the Wills boya, all 
taking effect; only one, however, being 
fatal, that entering the back a lew inches 
on one side of the spinal column, and 
ranging upward and lodging .just under 
the skin near the breast bone. The claim 
of the defendants is that the shooting was 
done in self-defense. H appears that 
some time previous to the killing Ed 
Wills wrote a letter to Cooley's wife, con- 
taining as they claim iudcccnt proposals, 
(this is, however, denied by the defense,) 
while Cooley was in the state of Missouri, 
which is claimed by .the friends of the de- 
ceased to be the cause of the homicide.
